Fron the information on entraining operations and/or shipments of the un- 
identified AT artillery brigade of vhe Second Gds Meoz Army hetween 11 July 
and 9 Aurust 1951, a total of 9 mecim: and 73 heavy AT pons were invelved in 
the movenents. Assuming that a medium AT artillery regiment concicts of 3 
battalions of 12 guns each, with 3 batteries of lL ecuns each to a battalion; 
and that a heavy AT artillery reriment consists of 2 or h battalions «f 12 
gums each, with 3 batteries of  guis each to a battalion, it appears that 
the AT artillery brigade has a total of 7@ medium and 2 or 48 heevy AY guns. 
It therefore appears that components of the brigade must have left for short 
training cycles a second time during the period from 12 July to 9 August 1951. 
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
